“The recognition of the convict by his 
old sweetheart, Mrs. Lardner, was of 
this character, She testified here that 
he was the same in mind and soul, but 
that he had changeti physically. Of 
ceurse, he had. In this case you must 
consider the element of disease, immor- 
ality and the incidents of life.’’ 

Concluding his argument, Judson re- 
minded the jury that if it can be proved 
that the convict is not her son, the 
mother ‘of George A. Kimmel will re- 
ceive $20,000 insurance from the New 
York Life and $2000 from the North- 
western Life.

Fire Apparatus Crosses 
Bridge to Assist in Control- 
ling the Flames. 


Three car loads of whisky, intended 
tu irrigate the prohibition state, of Ten- 
nessee and Georgia, were burned Thurs- 
Gay in a $740,000 fire which destroyed 
the inbound and outbound frefght 
houses of the Chicago & Alton Railway 
in Bast St. Louis. 

There were about 100 barrels of whis- 
ky in the three cars sent from Peoria, 
lil. Forty-nine loaded freight cars were 
burned, but 12 others were pulled away 
from the flames by a Wiggins Ferry Co. 
locomotive. It was estimated that the 
two buildings cost $40,000, and that the 
freight stored in them was worth $706, - 
@00 or more. All were destroyed. 

A dozen 62-gallon gasoline tanks ex- 
ploded with reports like Gatling guns 
during the fire, and threw quantities of 
blazing fluid high into the air. Some 
of this, descending, severely burned one 
of the horses of Engine Company No. 1, 
go that it may be necessary to destroy 
the animal. 

Sparks from a lecomotive, it was 
supposed, caused the fire. The build- 
ings were frame, one story high. The 
main offices, which are in a two-story 
frame structure, were threatened, and 
Fire Chief Bruchs telephoned to St. 
Louis for help. An engine company 
responded, and six streams of hose 
were turned on the building, saving it.

William Boyne, 525A North Seventh 
ptreet. She is a daughter of Golden. 

Guests and employes of the South- 
eastern Hotel, at 304 North Front street, 
close to the freighthouses, were greatly 
plarmed at the explosions of gasoline, 
and some of them started to jump out 
ef windows. Charles Braatz, the owner 
of the hotel, dissuaded them, and got 
them out of the place through the cus- 
ftomary exits. ~ | 

This is the fourth fire in the East Side 
yards of the C. & A. Its freight houses 
and a big trainshed were destroyed in 
1884, and two years later the freight 
houses bulit to replace them partly 
were burned. In 1898 an ice house, hav- 
ing a capacity of 40 cars of ice, caught 
fire from sparks from the Union ele- 
vator, which was burning near by, and 
it was destroyed. |

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DIES SUDDENLY 
IN NEW YORK 


Former Senator and Gover- 
Aor Succumbs to a Bilious 


By Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 20.—David Ben- 
nett Hill, ex-United States Senator and 
former Governor of New York, died sud- 
denly today at Wolfert Roost, his coun- 
try home. About two weeks ago Sen- 
ator Hill was seized with a bilious at- 
tack while at his law office in this city 
and although his condition was not con- 
sidered serious, his physician advised 
him to remain at home until he recov- 
ered. 

A cold developed and later alarming 
reports of his condition were circulated. 
These reports, however, were denied by 
his friends; in fact, the Senator seemed 
to be on the road to recovery until last 
night, when he suffered a sinking spell 
which resulted in his death. 

His Political Rise. 

David Bennett Hill was born Aug. 
29, 18438. When 17 years old he en- 
tered the law office of Col. John I. 
Lawrence of Havana, N. Y., and when 
21 was admitted to the bar.. Later 
he was chosen City Attorney of El! 
mira, then being elected Alderman 
and still later Mayor. 

He was elected to the Assembly in 
1870 and again in 1871. In his first 
term in the Assembly he made his 
memorable fight to abolish contract 
convict labor, and in his second he 
was a member of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee with Samuel J. Tilden, they 
being the only Democratic members 
which had the task of investigating 
the alleged corrupt conduct of certain 
New York City judges. 

For many years Hill was a mem- 
ber of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, and in 1876 and 1884 he was 
delegate to the national conventions 
which nominated Tilden and Cleve- 
land respectively. 

Edevated to Governor. 


In 1882 he was elected Lieutenant- | 


Governor on the same ticket with 
Grover Cleveland, and following 
Cleveland’s election to the presidency 
of the United States, Hill became 


for a second term. He was Governor 
for seven years. 

In 1891 Hill was elected United 
States Senator; in 1894 he was once 
more the candidate of the Democratic 
party for Governor, but was defeated 
by Levi P. Morton, his Republican 
opponent, 

Hill was the candidate of the New 


York Democrats for the nomination 
for President in 1892, but Grover 
Cleveland was renominated for that 
office. In 1904 Hill was credited with 
being the political sponsor of Alton 
B. Parker, who was nominated for 
the presidency by the Democratic na- 
tional convention at St. Louis. Fol- 
lowing that election Hill announced 
his permanent retirement from poli- 
tics and since that time had deveted 
himself to his law practice.

GENEVA, Oct. 20.—Luigi Luccheni, 


who assassinated the Empress of Aus- 
tria in 1898, killed himself last evening 
in hig cell in the prison known as 


L’Eveche. 

Two days ago Luccheni went violently 
insane and after smashing everything 
in his cell was put in a straight jacket. 
When his violence passed, cell liberty 
was given to him. Wednesday afternoon 
the guards heard him singing for sev- 
eral hours, but at nightfall he became 
silent. 

Later the guards entered the cell and 
found Luccheni hanging to the window 
bars by his waist belt, which he had 
twisted around his neck. - All efforts 
to revive him failed. 


On Sept. 10, 1898, Elizabeth, Empress 
of Austria and Queen of Hungary, was 
assassinated at Geneva by the Italian 
anarchist Luigi Uuccheni, who stabbed 
her with a smail stiletto. The mur- 
‘derer rushed upon her and struck her 
as she was walking, with a single at- 
tendant, on a quay toward a lake 
steamer on which she intended to travel 
to Montreux. 

The Empress was able to reach the 
steamer, but died in half an hour. The 
assassin attempted to escape, but was 
caught. Swiss law forbids capital pun- 
ishment and he was condemned to soli- 
tary confinement for life. 

Death Often Was Reported. 

It had often been said that Luigi 
Luccheni, murderer of the Empress 
‘Elizabeth, had died or become insane as 
the result of cruelties practiced upon 
him in:prison. Last August Henry de 
Windt of the London Daily Express, 
who was a delegate to the Paris Penal 
Congress, by virtue of that office was 
permitted to talk to Luccheni, who had 
up to then been allowed to see no one 
but officers of the e— since his con- 
viction. 

De Windt found iia in a light, airy 
ward overlooking the lake. He was 
employed at bookbinding, but this was 
votuntary, as he need not work unless 
he was so disposed. He was cheerfully 
and amicably chatting with other con- 
victs. He had never been in a dark 
cell except for three short periods 
tor: refractory conduct, one of which 
was an attempt to stab the governor of 
the prison with a weapon he had secret- 
ly fashioned from a sardine can. 
told De Windt he was extremely well. 
He has an abundant diet, a pint of wine 
and four cigarettes daily. De Windt de- 
scribed him as a sallow-faced, sturdy 
little man, with dark, restless eyes and 
a perpetual sinister smile. He constant- 
ly feigned insanity, but succeeded poor- 
ly. His intelligence was above the av- 
erage. He read much, especially the 
works of Montesquieu, Rousseau and 
Dickens. 

He had a large cell, a comfortable 
bed, a writing table, a well-filled book- 
case and electric light. The walls of 
his cell were covered with picture post- 
cards, including portraits of European 
sovereigns, notably the Kings of 
England, Spain and Italy. De Windt 
was astonished to find among these por- 
traits those of Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph and of the Empress Elizabeth. 

These had not been noticed by the 
Governor of the prison, who, when De 
Windt called his attention to them, tore 
them down and destroyed them. 

De Windt raised the question whether 
the brutal, senseless slayer of the uni- 
versally beloved Empress was being 
adequately punished.

REPORTERS ACCUSED 





Deny Money Was Paid to 
Them and to Legislators 
to Beat Hughes Bill. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 20.—Sensational dis- 
closures of the methods alleged to have 
been employed in a vain effort to defeat 


Gov. Hughes’ racetrack bill in 1908 and 
how $125,000 of a $500,000 bribe fund is 
reported to have been raised at a dinner 
at Delmonico’s, became public through 
the testimony of Robert H. Elder, As- 
sistant District Attorney for Kings 
County before the Legislative Investi- 
gating Committee. The story, as re- 
lated by him, purported to come from 
former Senator Frank J. Gardner and 
had to do with the alleged bribery of 
newspaper correspondents at Albany, 
as well as members of the Legislature. 

Interesting facts concerning the Del- 
monico $500,000 dinner were related, the 
most interesting of all being a partial 
list of the men who are alleged to have 
created the $125,000 bribery fund which 
grew to four times that size before it 
was completed. Among those who are 
declared to have been present are: 
James R. Keene, owner of the famous 
Colin and Sysonby; Harry Payne Whit- 
ney, whose colors Artful carried often 
to the front; David Mitchell, formerly 
manager of the Western Union racing 
bureau; Charles H. Hyde, Maver Gay- 
nor’s law partner, now his City Cham- 
berlain; Schuyler S. Parsons, famous 
in turf chronicles, and Eugene Wood, 
retired Colonel of the Black Horse Cav- 
alry at Albany. 

According to Elder’s story, Gardner 
told him that $125,000 was handed to 
James E. Gaffney, a race horse man 
and politician, for the purpose of buying 
four Tagmmany votes. Senator Tom 
Grady, according to Elder, received $4000. 

McCarren Lets Bill Pass. 

Patrick McGarren, then fhe Demo- 
cratic leader of Brooklyn, was ignored, 
said Elder, and hurt at the slight at not 
being made custodian of the bribe fund, 
permitted the bill to pass ag punish- 
ment. 

Furthermore, to make assurance dou- 
bly sure (so Elder swears Gardner told 
him), out of the jack pot some $10,000 
was scattered among the Albany cor- 
respondents of, several New York and 
Brooklyn papers. Almost without ex- 
ception these; newspapers were sted- 
fastly in favor of the anti-betting bills 
and, as evidenced by both their news 
and their editorial columns, vigorously 
opposed to the faction that wished to 
defeat the bills that would prohibit bets 
on horse races at the tracks. 

Asked for the names of these men, 
Elder said: 

“I recall,’’ he said, “a man named Joe 


McEntee of the Sun got $3000; that Pa't- | 


rick Relihan of the Press got $6000; that 

Louis Seibold of the World got $3000; 
George Jandrin of the Brooklyn Citizen 
+ $2000 and Tirrell of the Brooklyn Eagle 
$3000. He said the Times man of Brook- 
lyn got $300."’ 

One of them took the stand yesterday 
and swore he had never taken a cent from 
Gardner, though he said the then Sen- 
ator had approached him with a ‘$300 
proposition. The other newspaper men 
demanded that they be allowed to tes- 
tify and will take the stand today, when 





each one will give the lie to what El- 
der says Gardner told him. 

Concerning the statement of Assist- 
ant District Attorney Elder in so far 
as it personally refers’ to him, Louis 
Seibold, the New York World’s Albany 
correspondent, made this statement: 

“As I understand Elder’s . statement, 
he says that ex-Senator Gardner told 
him that he had paid money to certain 
newspaper men, of whom I was one, to 
influence them against the Hughes race 
track bills in 1908. If Gardner made 
any such statement he lied. 


Declares No Money Was Paid. 
“Gardner is of a type of man with 


whom I would never have any relations. 
He may have repeated to Elder what 
Elder says. If he did so he told an 
untruth. For myself and every other 
newspaper man mentioned by Elder I 
repeat that .as far as I know no money 
was paid to any newspaper man by 
Gardner or any other person for or 
against the racetrack bills, and the man 
who says so is a malicious liar, using 
the names of decent men to hide his 
own depravity.”’ 

Gardner himself, it is reported, is pre- 
pared to swear that he never had such 
a conversation with Elder as the latter 
swore to. Gardner was a witness, .but 
he closed his lips and flatly declined to 
answer any and all. questions put to 
him by M. Linn Bruce,-counsel for the 
committee. His attitude in this regard 
will be the subject of a report to Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman, who is._now 
preparing to try Gardner under the in-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2%.—John R. 
Lean, multimillionaire publisher of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer and the Washington 
Post and owner of the Washington Gas 
Co., will be a candidate for United 
States Senator from Ohio if the Demo- 
crats of that State elect a majority of 
the General Assembly next month. 
While no authoritative announcement to 
this effect hag been made, the informa- 
tion comes from sources Lor as 


reliable. 

As a matter of fact, it is said to be 
far from McLean’s purpose to make any 
avowal of his candidacy until he is rea- 
sonably assured that he can be electeg. 
He has suffered two defeats in Ohio 
politics, first as a candidate for United 
States Senator in 1885 and second as & 
candidate for Governor in 1899, and he 
has no intention of inviting a third. . 

The first step in these plans is said to 


hard and fast alliance between McLean 
and Gov. Harmon, as a result of which 
Harmon prevented an expressional of 
senatorial preference by Ohio Democrats 
at a primary or at the recent State con- 
vention. 

According to the Washington undrr- 
standing of the deal between Harmon 
and McLean the latter is to finance the 
Democratic campaign in Ohio this year.

His millions and the 
influence of his two big newspapers 
qualify him admirably for the role, quite 
as~ well as Charles P. Taft’s millions 
and newspaper fitted him to further 
President Taft’s political ambitions.

Gundlach Says Perhaps She 
Will Follow Husband to 
Observation Ward. 





The Pearson problem is a puzzle 
which the executive, administrative and 
judicial branches of the city government 
have been unable to solve. 

While Preacher James H. Pearson is 
held for observation of his mental con- 
dition, his wife and daughter and their 
followers are holding nightly gospel 
meetings, at each. of which there is a 
public demonstration. Mrs. Pearson 
withstood a shower of eggs Tuesday 


night. 

The police cannot solve the puzzle. 
If they. arrest the Pearsons the court 
will free them, as City Attorney Ander- 
son has announced that he will not 


-| prosecute the cases. 


Mrs. Pearson and her daughter have 
not done anything for which they can be 
arrested unless their preaching is called 
a disturbance of the. peace. 

Withstands Shower of Eggs. 

Acting Mayor Gundlach admits that 
he cannot solve the problem. Merchants 
cemplain that the meetings disturb their 
peace, but Judge Tracy rules that 
charges of individua] disturbance cannot 
be made to hold against the . street 
preachers. Technically they are violat- 
ing the law by holding the meetings 
without a permit from the Mayor, but 
the police are not sure whether they 
eould make this charge carry in view 
of the fact that the meetings are held 
under the guise of religious gatherings. 

Though she firmly stood her ground 
when eggs were thrown at her at Six- 
teenth and Market streets Tuesday 
night, Mrs. Pearson readily consented to 
discontinue the meeting when she was 
told that it annoyed a sick woman in 
the neighborhood. 

Gundlach said Wednesday thst--f Mrs. 
Pearson continues to cause disturbances 
on the street, a sanity investigation will 
be ordered in her case. 

Police Are Puzzled. 

Police Chief Yonug says that the Po- 
lice Department is in a quandary. He 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that Pearson is not being perse- 
cuted. 

“Pearson is either insane or is out of 
place when he is out of the workhouse,”’ 
Chief Young said. “The police have been 
accused of persecuting him, Pearson is 
not preaching Christianity. 

“He rants and harangues pefore an 
irresponsible mob and abuses residents 
in the vicinity. He attacks dll religions. 
He disturbs the peace usiness men 
who pay high rent and pay for licenses 
to do business. 

Gundiach Awaits Notification. 

“These business men are entitled to 
protection. The police are here to pro- 
tect them. 

“The police department will go slow 
with the women until Pearson's sanity 
is settled. If Pearson is released as 
sane, and continues his disorderly meet- 
ings he will be stopped. We will reason 
with him and if that avails not we 
will arrest him every night.’’ 

Acting Mayor Gundlach said Wednes- 
day that he has had no official notice 
from the police that the Pearson meet- 
ings are being continued. 

“If it is true that Mrs. Pearson is 
disturbing the peace, I probably will 
consider having her sanity inquired into. 
It is the duty of the police department 
to prevent disturbances on the streets 
and protect the interests of business 
men. I would want an official statement 
from the police before I would proceed 
against Mrs. Pearson.’’

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CENSORS AND MORALS. 

In St. Louis, as an American city, every person 
in it is free to do as he pleases and is at once 
answerable for it if he pleases to do what is pro- 
hibited by law as wrong. The essential element 
of his freedom is that before law can interfere 
with him or call him to account he must commit 
some act which is wrong and forbidden by law. 
This primer principle of free government ‘is 
altogether ignored in such schemes of controlling 
morals as the Schneiderhahn censorship bill. 
Under the principle they propose to apply, every 
action is wrong which is not: permitted or li- 
censed by an official censor, a police chief, or 
some other official. 

The penitentiary, the workhouse and the in- 
sane asylum, as exceptions to general rules of 
individual liberty in controlling a community, 
are already fully under the system proposed for 
the whole city by those who wish to regulate 
morals by censorship. Every action in the work- 
house which is not permitted by the workhouse 
authorities may be punishable as part of work- 
house discipline. Yet it has still to be demon- 
strated that this raises morals or that when 
applied at its best it does anything more than 
keep in subjection those who are not fit to be 
trusted with self-control. 

If in St. Louis and in Missouri we are not fit 
for self-control, we must have censors of morals, 
controlling the eye in what we see, the stomach 
in what we eat and drink and every other sense 
or appetite which. when used is always likely to 
be abused. The same principles will then control 
outside the workhouses and penitentiaries which 
now control inside. The official censors of mor- 
als alone will’ be left free and self-controlling. 
All others will:be prima facie convicts, subject 


to the discretion of the censors.

“Please tell me a little about the po- 
sition of the Japanese woman as com- 
pared with ours,’’ I began. 

“First of all, the Japanese woman is 
nearly always a wife,’’ said Mme. 
Ozaki. “Before she is married she is 
not a woman but a girl. The unmar- 
ried woman is decidedly the exception. 
I understand the case is different in 
America. With us all the young girls 
are looked after by their mothers and 
fathers. They are all carefully provided 
with husbands.” 

“But we don’t think people ought to 
marry unless they are in love,’’ I pro- 
tested. 

Mme. Ozaki frowned a bit. 

“This love—it is a very transient 
thing,” she said, rather impatiently. ‘‘It 
is not a sensible reason for marriage. 
It is much better for the wise parents 
to pick out good men for their daugh- 
ters. If you adopted that method here 
you would not have so many Civorces. 
| “There, again, the Japanese wife dif- 
fers from the American. We have a 
much smaller number of divorces. That 
is because the wife is not all the time 
thinking of herself and what is due to 
her, She thinks of the happiness of 
her family, and she tries to make it 
happy instead of imagining-wrongs or 
nursing them, at least. If the woman 
of the West would sacrifice herself 
more, if she would strive toward the 
ideal of family happiness instead of in- 
dividual happiness—then your divorces 
would be reduced. 

“IT do not believe that divorce should 
be impossible, however. Now, one wrong 
in our system is the fact that the 
laws are not equal for men and women. 
Hither can get a divorce for cruelty or 
unfaithfulness or desertion. 

“But the injustice is that by our law 
the children always belong to the father, 
and, no matter how bad he is, the wife 
cannot take them away from him when 
she leaves him. So the wives will suffer 
almost anything rater than ask for 
separation. 

“And as for the children, we have 
them in nearly every home. We can- 
sider them blessings, and that the house 
without them is indeed unfortunate. I 
am told that many of your women do not 
feel like that. 

“But our women are first of all home- 
keepers. We believe it is our mission 
and our happiness to be wives and 
mothers. Of course, now we are bei1g 
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She is very slender, 
She has a peculiarly grace- 


Her brown eyes are 





better educated in schools. We have 
even a university for young women. I 
believe thoroughly in a woman’s devel- 
opment. Only I do not think it ought to 
affect her domestic relations. 

“We do not have women’s clubs, but 
we have societies. We have a great 
patriotic society for women, and a so- 
ciety for the study of sanitation and 
health, and a society for the promotion 
of education. In all these we try to do 
real work, to justify the existence of 
our assemblies. You have some women’s 
clubs here with similar aims. But you 
have many others that seem to me 
rather foolish, from what I have been| 
told abuut them. They seem to be just 
talk. A woman’s organization should 
not exist unless it can accomplish 
something. 

“There is no mixed society with us 
for our unmarried girls. Their place is 
in. the home. Sometimes, of course, 
they meet the fridnds of their brothers, 
but there is no mingling of a formal 
nature between boys and girls. Our 
girls are taught separately in their 
schools, and have their tennis games 
and dances to themselves. 

“Have we any suffragettes? No, our 
women have done nothing with that 
movement. We have many women 
workers for better education, but not 
for politics. As for myself, I think un- 
married women who own  »property 
should have the right to vote, but I do 
not think they should hold office or 
appear on the public platform. I do not 
think it would be womanly, refined. 

‘“‘There is one other big difference bhe- 
tween our women’s lives and yours—as 
we grow older we are held in more and 
more respect. Here it seems fust the 
other way. 

‘You talk of your mother-in-law joke 
—with us she is oftener a tragedy. She 
can divorce her son’s Wife, no matter 
how much he ‘himself loves the girl.

AND IS KILLED 


Jersey City Man Scoffs at 
Warnings—Keeper Too 
Late to Save Life. 





BEAST TOSSES’ HIM 
Queen Becomes Man-Killer 
at Age of 87 When In- 


truder Enters Barn. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau ‘to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Queen, 4&4 
huge African elephant, 87 years old, 
killed Robert 8S. Shields, who called 
himself an animal trainer, in Jersey 
City yesterday. 

Queen, who weighs 7680 pounds and 
stands 10 feet high, ‘was infuriated when 
Shields, whom she did not know, ap- 
proached her preparatory to feeding her. 
She threw her trunk around him, drew 
him to her, knelt on him, then tram- 
pled him to death. Every bone in his 
body was broken. 

The elephant, which is trained, has 
been performing with the Frank L. 
Robbins show for four years. Charlies 
Curtis was her trainer. He was not on 
the grounds when Shields told Charles 
Reed, his negro helper, that he would 
feed Queen. 

“Better let Mr. Curtis do that,’’ said 
Reed. 

Tears Stake From Ground. 

“You go and get the hay,’ ordered 
Shields peremptorily, and carrying an 
elephant prong such as trainers use 
to catch the beasts’ trunks and te probe 
them, he entered the barn. 

In her rage Queen had torn the chain 
that held her to a stake. Said Reed 
later: “I was just going to start in the 
barn with the hay when I heard a noise 
like a blow. I ran to the door. Queen’s 
trunk was around Shields’ waist. She 
slammed him against the side of the 
barn, lifted him up and threw him down 
on the floor, put her forward foot on 
his face and leaned forward. Then she 
knelt on his breast. 

“She was loose. She had grabbed him 
while he was trying to chain her legs. 
She was ugly. I knew Shields was dead, 
so I didn’t go in. I jumped on a horse 
and rode as fast as I could and called 


|Curtis from his hotel.” 


Curtis and Mounted Policeman Ander- 
sen got to the yards at the same time. 
Frank Meeker, a trainer, was trying 
vainly to pacific Queen. When Curtis 
arrived, armed with a pitchfork, she 
was trampling Shields’ body and tossing 
it; her tusks had torn Shields fright- 
fully. When Curtis approached her, 
Queen’s rage subsided; he called her by 
name, patted her shoulder, moved her 
back and took away Shields’ body. 
Reputed a Man Killer. 

“She has her good days and her bad 
days,”’ said Curtis. “By bad luck it 
happened .that Shields, to whom she 
had not been accustomed, went near her 
when she was in one of her tantrums. I 
never heard of her killing anyone be- 
fere, but when she has been in bad tem- 
per she has struck men with ‘her trunk, 
but has never hurt them much.” 
Persons living near the menagerie 
Yards said the elephant had a murder- 
cus record and that her name is not 
Queen. Circus men deny that state- 
They said that a man-killing 
elephant always draws a great crowd 
and that ne showman would hide the 
identity of a beast so valuable under an 
alias.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 2.—A young 
man giving his name as A. J. Summer- 
field walked into the office of the 
United States Marshal here yesterday 
and announced that he had robbed the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Lehigh, 
Ok., of which he was cashier, of $3500.
